RATES ON FIRES 


A'lanta’s Rates Are Hisher Than 
Those of Baltimore, 


Ernest Rhodes Suggests That 
Pres. Paxon,. of Chamber of 
Commerce Name Committee 


to Consider Situation—Plan 
Proposed by H. E. Choate. 


An effort will be made in the near 
future to secure lower fire insurance 
rates for Atlanta through the co-opera- 
tion of local insurance men and a com- 
mittee from the chamber of commerce, 
as the result of a proposition advanced 
by Ernest L., Rhodes and heartily in- 
dorsed by many prominent business 
men. 

The plan has been referred to Presi- 
dent F. J. Paxon, of the chamber of 
commerce, who is now considering 
taking action on the matter. 

Working along the same line as sug- 
gested ' by Mr. Rhodes, Herbert E. 
Choate has advocated the creation of 
the office of state fire marshal. and 
the establishment of “Fire Protection 
day.”’ 

Higher Than Baltimore. 

In a letter to Mayor Winn, to J. K. 
Orr, of the Merchants and Manufactur- 
ers’ Association; to Ralph Rosenbaum. 
of the Atlanta Credit Men's Associa- 
tion, and to Mr. Paxon, Mr. Rhodes 
calls attention to the fact that the fire 
rates in Atlanta are higher than those 
Of Baltimore; declares that he would 
like to see city as well as state laws 
made governing the insurance business, 
and suggests the appointment of a 
committee to co-operate with local in- 
Surance men in considering the insur- 
ance rate situation in this city. 

Mayor Winn left on the Glidden tour 
shortiy after receiving Mr. Rhodes’ let- 
ter, but gave his assurance of support 
upon returning from the trip. 

In an interview Thursday afternoon, 
Mr. Choate outlined his plan, which 
has also received great indorsement 
from many of Atlanta’s business men. 

“A subject that has taken strong 
hold upon the public mind in certain 
localities,” said Mr. Choate, “is that 
of the appalling and constantly in- 
creasing fire waste, which seems to 
have received but scant attention in 
our section. Through the agitation of 
this subject, brought about by the 
National Fire Protection Association, 
an organization composed of business 
men Of all sections of the United 
States, and the National Association of 
Credit Men, the largest body of com- 
mercial men in the country, no less 
than eight states have set aside what 
is Known as ‘Fire Protection day.’ The 
States to take cognizance in this im- 
pressive way of our resources are 
lilinois, Indiana, Ohio, Minnesota, Mich- 
| San, lowa, Montana and Utah. 

The Hazard Is Great. 

| “There is a tendency among many to 
‘criticise insurance companies for what 
appear to be discriminatory rates. As 
a dispenser of credits, I frequently 
have occasion to consider the matter 
of fire protection, and I find that where 
rates are high, the average retail mer- 
'chant.will frequently run the peril of 
being wiped out by fire, not consider- 
ing that the rate ig high because the 
hazard is great, and that fire protec- 
|} ti0n, for that very reason, is al] the 
more vital. 

“Communities likewise complain 
}excessive rates without inquiring 
| the cause, Not so with the city of 
timore, Which, when the question 
brought to the fore, caused an 
haustive investigation to be made into 
the subject, through one of its large 
commercial hodies, extending over a 
period of several months. 
| “Upon the first question, their.inves- 
| tigations led to the conclusion that, 
;except aS to rates on dwellings and 
household goods. which they thought 
entirely too high, they were unable to 
discover sufficient evidence to sustain 
the charge that rates, as a whole, were 
on a higher level than those prevail- 
ing elsewhere; but, on the contrary. it 
was thought rates on business: prop- 
erty were rather below than above the 
general jevel of rates. 

“Baliimore will, no doubt, reap some 
| benefit from the attention given to the 
' question of rates; but that question is 

insignificant beside that of the pre- 

veniion of fire waste, and the loss of 

life and limb, that is as unfailing a 

harvest to the fire demon as the cotton 
crop is to the south.’

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“Reform” in Georgia yesterday introduced the wind-shield into 
| politics. That is, a wierd merger between the wind-shield, Can- 
nonism, the steam-roller and a subversion of popular rights un- 
paralleled in the political history of the state. 

The invention is the product of the state democratic executive 
| committee's program for the succession to Governor Smith. ‘For 
five years there has been preached a Peter-the+Hermit political 
crusade, based on the alleged idea of “dethroning the politicians and 
enthroning the people.” Only saints were to apply. ‘ 

The committee which yesterday framed rules for the guberna- 
torial succession, set up a denial of popular rights unique in Georgia, 
and, fearful of the popular wrath that has long been accusnulating, 
shielded themselves behind an arrogant denial of the right of a state 
convention—thus throttling democratic expression as it has not been 
throttled in Georgia since the days of reconstruction. 

The action had been preceded by many premonitory symp- 
toms, the most striking of which was the committee’s refusal six 
months ago to permit the people to express their choice for a 
United States senator to be chosen for a term of four years. But 
the action will none the less hit to the raw a disillusioned people,

If Yuan lived in America, he would be called a self- 
made man. Some of his ancestors have held responsible posts, but 
his father was an ordinary soldier, and Yuan has risen by sheer 
personal force and ability to the post of viceroy of one important 
province, on recommendation of Li Hung Chang, to responsible 
diplomatic assignments, to commanding China's interests in Korea 
until the Japanese took over the country, and to other dominant 
military and conynercial appointments. His career throughout has 
‘been one of strange and fascinating progression. 


Chinese method of punishmemmt. Prior to the Boxer uprising Yuan 
knew nothing of modern armament, nothing of modern military 
tactics. Yet in a short while, and against the handicap of knowing 

language but his own, he mastered both, and while viceroy of 
Chi-Li organized the one effective fighting corps of the Chinese 
farmv. He also inaugurated twentieth-century educational methods, 


manv of the most powerful elements in the empire. Eventually, 
the dominant forces behind the throne, of which the old dowager 
empress Tsi An was the leading spirit, grew alarmed over his rapid 
progress, and though they did not possess the courage to decree his 
death, had him retired on a slender pretext. 

Now. in his early fifties and presumably in his prime, those 
elements in the empire that seem worthiest of international respect 
turn to him for help. Whether he can harmonize all factions and 
whip into line the rabid visionaries is open to doubt. Much water 
has run under the bridge since he was in power. But his selection 
for the task ts ideal. He links the old and the new in Chinese 
traditions. More far-seeing than old Diaz of Mexico, but equally 
as vigorous, he may yet save the empire-
